Gregarious, edible. Pileus 4-5 cm or more broad, convex, obtusely umbo- 

nate, then nearly expanded, at length the margin becoming somewhat 
elevated and often irregularly wavy; surface viscid when wet, glabrous or some¬ 
what innately fibrillose, olivaceous brown, paler toward the margin, usually 
with a yellow tinge; context very slightly yellowish, thick at the disc, odor and 
taste not distinctive; lamellae sinuate, moderately crowded, 6-8mm or more 
broad, slightly yellowish; stipe 5-6 cm long, 1-1.3 cm thick, subequal or sub- 
ventricose, whitish to pale yellowish, nearly glabrous, often curved, solid; spores 
white in deposits, ellipsoid, 6.5-7.5x3.5-4.5//, non amyloid;basidia4-spored,30- 
37x7-7.5//; cheilocystidia and pleurocystidia not differentiated.
